day, argued that members of congress 
were not being asked to change their 
personal opinions on the tolls exemp- 
tion; but to vote patriotically for Us 
repeal In order to correct a serious in- 
ternational situation, which threatened 
to embarr-t-. the United States in 
future negotiations of treaties and 
trade agreements. 


The president told cemsiessmen who 


visited the White house that those who 
based their opposition to the repeal on 
economic grounds or even ,on their in- 
dividual Interpretation of the Hay- 
Paunc.efdte treaty, were, losing sight 
of the main point—the united and 
unanimous opposition of the cJvflltftd 
world against .the tolls exemption.
